“Now is the time to create win¬ 
ter jobs in our community,” the 
chairman of the Winter Employ¬ 
ment committee stated today, “in¬ 
stead of hibernating like bears.” 

Residents are urged to adopt a 
new approach to home renovation 
and repairs this winter. 

“We must plan for a 12-month 
work year instead of the present 
8-month employment pattern,” he 
continued. “The economy of our 
town is threatened each winter as 
layoffs take place.” 

The local Winter Employment 
committee offers some sound ad¬ 
vice on how all citizens can cre¬ 
ate jobs this winter. By re-schedul- 
ing such activities as decoration, 
repairs, the building of game 
rooms and extra bedrooms to the 
winter months, and by making ma¬ 
jor purchases during the winter 
thousands of citizens usually laid 
off, will be retained in employ¬ 
ment. 

“This campaign is not appeal to 
contribute money,” the chairman 
said. “This is an appeal to time 
projects already planned to the 
winter months.” 

He said that if citizens are plan¬ 
ning such projects for next spring 
or summer no additional expense 
would be involved by arranging to 
have them done during the winter. 

“In fact,” he said, “in many in¬ 
stances a saving will result.” 

The fact that tradesmen are usu¬ 
ally busy in the summer could re¬ 
sult in a better job being done 
during the winter months. 

This applies particularly to de¬ 
coration and major alterations. 
Skilled tradesmen are readily 
available, and contractors may 
even offer special rates in order 
to retain experienced staff for the 
spring and summer rush. Retail 
stores sometimes offer special 
prices in the off-season. 

“Here is a real opportunity to 
help your community and at the 
same time improve your home, 
possibly at a saving,” the cam¬ 
paign chairman concluded.

We have worried, from time to time, about 
giving the kids so much freedom. The rules 
aren't as strict as when we were young. They 
have all had a few brief curtain lectures about 
the rights and wrongs of things and that's been 
just about it. The reins have been held quite 
loosely. They come and go pretty much as they 
please, read the books and magazines of their 
choice, have a good deal more spending mon¬ 
ey than we did, and get off by themselves in 
automobiles which we never even dreamed of 
having at their age. 

Maybe, in that wonderful group of kids I 
had fun with, there'll be the occasional mis¬ 
take made. In this upset world, they would 
have a much better excuse than we ever had 
to go a little mad and raise a bit of hades. They 
have the freedom to kick their heels pretty 
high if they have a mind to. 

My bet is, however, after observing them 
in wonder, that they are the best generation 
yet. They don't abuse their freedom. They are 
capable of responsibility.

Inquest 

Held 

A coroner’s jury, investigating 
the death of Mrs. Florence De- 
lauw of Coleman, 22-year-old house 
wife, returned the following ver¬ 
dict on Monday afternoon: 

We the jury, find that Mrs. Flo¬ 
rence Delauw came to her death 
on December 22,1961, in the Crows 
Nest Pass Municipal Hospital as 
the result of an unknown liver con¬ 
dition combined with anaesthetic, 
causing complications leading to 
her death. 

Testimony revealed that the liv¬ 
er condition could not be diagnos¬ 
ed previous to the operation and 
that no blame can be attached to 
anyone. Coroner F. S. Radford’s 
jury comprised T. Slapak, fore¬ 
man; Joe Semenzen, Fred Schill¬ 
ing, Herb Roome, Steve Gresl and 
A1 Brososky. 

Evidence was given by Patholo¬ 
gist Dr. Baiborough of Lethbridge, 
Dr. J. Chappell and Dr. Emil 
Aiello of Coleman; nurses aide, 
Lois Truitt, Mrs. H. McEwen and 
Mrs. Verna Nystrom, Reg.N. 

The evidence given indicated 
that Mrs. Delauw had been taken 
into the Crows Nest Pass Muni¬ 
cipal Hospital for a minor opera¬ 
tion, which had been recommended 
by a Lethbridge doctor. The minor 
operation was performed and Mrs. 
Delauw was returned to her room 
in the hospital in what appeared 
to be a normal condition. The pa¬ 
tient shortly after began to fail 
and doctors were summoned and 
appeared to do all possible but the 
patient expired. 

Year End Statement 
By Hon. Reierson 

The tempo of capital construc¬ 
tion in processing plants and pipe 
lines, initiated in the spring of 
1961, set off a sharp upward swing 
in almost every line of endeavor. 

This in turn created increased 
employment opportunity to a point 
of labor shortages in certain skill¬ 
ed fields. By and large these short¬ 
ages were filled by tradesmen 
from other parts of Canada. 

The year tended to emphasize 
more than ever the importance of 
basic educational standards and 
the need for well developed tech¬ 
nical skills. A chronic unemploy¬ 
ment situation remained with us 
in the midst of a buoyant year, 
predominantly among unskilled la¬ 
borers. 

Keen collective bargaining re¬ 
sulted in a moderate upward re¬ 
vision of wage rates. 


The year was a stable one in the 
field of labor relations with three 
strikes recorded. The Calgary 
Transit strike being the most ser¬ 
ious one. 

The Alberta Government Tele¬ 
phones completed a record year 
of new plant installations and 
passed the quarter million mark 
in telephones in service. Increased 
traffic whcih remained consist¬ 
ent to the end of the year estab¬ 
lished new records both for vol¬ 
ume and revenue. 

One cannot help but view 1962 
with optimism and confidence. The 
demands for communication facili¬ 
ties point to another year of sub¬ 
stantial growth and expansion. 

To maintain efficiency in co¬ 
ordinating this growth six addi¬ 
tional floors will be added to the 
Edmonton Alberta Government 
Telephones’ head office building. 
Modernization will be accelerated 
substantially throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

If the trends now established 
continue throughout the new year 
I would predict that the atmos¬ 
phere at the bargaining table will 
be more rigid than before. 

At the same time in view of 
Labor and Management’s respon¬ 
sible approach, I would forecast 
another year of industrial pace in 
which maximum advantage will be 
taken of new industrial employ¬ 
ment opportunity. 

Alberta will continue during the 
year to maintain the lowest per¬ 
centage of unemployed in Canada 
and remain in the top three prov¬ 
inces on the basis of per capita 
income. 

Increased opportunities for train¬ 
ing and trained workmen will be 
available to satisfy the needs of 
industry in the year ahead. 

Let me take this opportunity to 
extend to all of the people in the 
province a happy and prosperous 
New Year.
